M PASTEUR’S 
INOCULATED. 


Two More Americans Inoculated With:-the Mad- 
Dog Virus—The Condition of the Four Boys 
From New Jersey-A Walk Through 
the Laboratory—Other Notes, Etc. 


aris, December 29,—M. Pasteur today in- 
oculated Charles Kaufman, of Franklin, N. J., 
who was bitten by a supposed mad dog on No- 
v@inber 21, and sailed from New York on the 
steamer Labrador December 16, last. The op- 
eration was successful. Pasteur severely cen- 
tured Kaufman for his inattention to his inju- 
ries at-the time he was bitten, but he .gaid: he 
hoped that, notwithstanding the long time 
that had elapsed, to prevent any development 
of hydrophobia. Pasteur will inoculate Dr. 
Ludwig R. Sattler, of Orange, N, J., veterinary 
surgeon, who was bitten on December 13, once 
a day for eight consecutive days. 

The four children, Austin Fitzerald, Patsy 
Ryan, Willie Lane and Patrick Reynolds, who 
were recently bitten by mad dogs in Newark, 
N.J., and who have been under treatment by 
M. Pasteur, will leave for home Sunday

A waiver was procured 
from Mrs, Elliet F. Shepherd, one of his daugh- 
ters, who returned from urope yesterday, of 
the service of citations to attend the probate 
pro nadine and also a waiver from 
the widow and daughters to the same 
effect. All the members. of the family 
then waived the service of the surrogates 
and consented that the will should be admitted 
to probate instantly, without waiting until tee 
morrow, the return day of the citations, With 
these consents, counsel appeared _ this 
eveuing before the probate clerk, and 
presented them to him. With 
the counsel were witnesses to the will. 
The prohate Aerk took their statements, which 
were all alike. They said that they had 
known the testator for about twenty, years 
that he signed the will on the daa 
it was executed in the presence of witnesses, 
At the time the testator signed the will he de-' 
clared it was his last will and testament, and 
thereupon each witness signed his name at the 
end of the instrument at the request of the 
testator and in his presence.

He also wishes 
to express his appreciation of the tasteful and 
beautiful gifts and tokens which have been 
showered upon him from every class and guar- 
ter, and which in many instances were accom- 
panied by most touching expressions of re- 

rd and affection. Gladstone says it would 
absolutely impossible for him to acknowl- 
edge personally the many friendly commu-

erefore desires to express his gratification 
through the medium of the press. 

Among the congratulatory telegrams received 
by Gladstone was one from the prince of Wales. 
Herbert Gladstone presented his father with a 
bust of the earl of Beaconsfield.

President Grevy Congratulated. 

Paris, December 29.—President Grevy has 
received dispatches from all the European 
powers, and also one from prince of Wales, 
congratulating him on his re-election to the 
presidency of the French republic. (Grevy 
will not send a message to the chamber of dep- 
uties. Grevy and the cabinet minister urge 
Brisson, prime minister, to remain in office, 
deciaring tothe latter that the government 
suffered no parliamentary defeat by the close- 
ness of the recent vote on the Tonguin credit. 
Grevy will not accept the resignation of Bris- 
£0n. 

Grevy today held a consultation with a num- 
ber of leading politicians regarding the situa- 
tion. Derevycinet, the minister of foreign 
uflairs, has declined to form a cabinet in the 
event of Brisson insisting upon his resignation 
being accepted. 

After a short session of the cabinet today 
Premier Brisson called upon President Grevy 
and tend¢?Trm the resignation of the whole 
cabinet. Brisson, replying to Grevy, said he 


’ desired to retire from political life for a year in 


order to take much needed rest. The govern- 
ment’s majority on the Tonquin credit was too 
small, he said, for a stable government, and 

~~ lt of the Paris elections was a further 
reason for res tening.” 

President Grevy again summoned Brissgn 
today and strongly urged him to continue in 
attic c. Brisson was obdurate. however. The 
president then requested Del'reycinet to form 
a cabinet, and the latter promised to givea 
definite reply tomorrow. It is thought prob- 
able that DeFreycinct will accept the premiér- 
ship and that he will hold also the foreign 
and colonial portfolio, and will organize pro- 
tectorates over Madagascar and Tonquin. 

Ferry had a long conference today with 
airevy. 

In the balloting for president yesterday, 
Brisson received 68 votes, DeFreycinet 14 and 
Ferry 2. It is supposed that Brisson’s with- 
drawal from political life is only temporary, 
and that he retires for the present with the 
object of increasing eventually his chances for 
the presidency. 

President Grevy has accepted the resigna- 
tion of the ministry. 

There was a lively scene tonight in the cham- 
ber of deputies. Several members charged that 
an inaccurate record had been kept of the 
votes on the Tonquin credit. Shouts of “liar” 
and “swindler’ were raised in all parts of the 
chamber. Eventually the official record was 
voted to be correct. The uproar was repeated 
in the lobbies, and at least two duels are likely 
to result from the controversy.

‘You can’t expect me to do anything with 
him, now that he is almosta man. He can 
never learn my trade. His fingers are al- 
ready clumsy. He can never acquire the 
qnickness of perception necessary to a good 
mechanic. It would be useless for him to 
attempt it.’ And he would beright. It has 
at last come about that ip the Russian pub- 
lic schools the learning of a trade is made 
obligatory; and throughout Europe polytech- 
nic institutes, with courses of manual train- 


ing, have been placed in the curriculum of 


he schools. That manual training will be- 

come an adjunct of free education in’, this 
country I have no doubt, for it is in America 
that mechanical industry is the exponent of 
the highest power, and primary education in 
mechanical pursuits is therefore, or will be,

opinion. He said that as the defendant did 
not know of the animal’s propensity to bite 
he clearly was not liable. No obligation 
rested upou him to ascertain his dog’s char- 
acter before he purchased him. The brute’s 
character was presumed to be good until the 
contrary was shown. The chief justice re- 
ferred ta the decisionin which Lord Cockburn 
said in reference to an action for worrying 
sheep, *‘Every dog is entitled to one worry.’ 
The same rule would seem to apply to attacks 
upon man. Every dog was entitled to one 
bite before its owner could be held liable. A 
dog is not necessarily a nuisance in a legal 
sense. A mad dog, or a ferocious dog, isa 
nuisance, but one that is clever and well be- 
haved is not. 

This decision, coming as it does from a New 
York court of repute, will doubtless be fo! 
lowed asa precedent, It will greatly ad- 
vance the status of the dog in this country. 
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Trade in the South. 

As the year draws toa close, it must be 
conceded that the expectations of mid-sum- 
mer have not been -verified in the south. 
The crops haye not turned out as well as 
was then expected in all respects. While 
the cotton crop will be larger by a million 
bales than it was last year, its grade is low- 
er, and the price is low, and may be lower 
still. Thisof itself is very discouraging ; 
for cotton is our debt-discharging crop, and 
an immense quantity of it is still held at 
home in the hope of bette” prices. 

But aside from the status of the 
market, there is much to lead on to hope. 
The corn crop throughout the south was un 
usually large—so large that if it could be 
evenly distributed according to population, 
no western corn would be needed.- No great 
quantity will be taken as the distribution 
stands. The wheat and other breadstufis 
and provisions that we will be compelled to 
buy, will be purchased at very low prices, 
for the price of wheat is falling, and the 
prices of other articles named are at the bot- 
tom. Our cotton mills are again active, 
with reasonable expectations of profit. Our 
furnaces are worked to their utmost capaci- 
ty. Southern iron never stood better in the 
markets of this country, and all that can be 
produced can be sold so as to leave a margin 
of profit. The lesser crops, sueh as rice, 
sugar, and oats, were all good. And if cot- 
ton is selling at Jow rates, it should be re- 
membered that it cost less probably than 
any cotton made since the war. 

The south, holding an immense and un- 
usual reserve of cotton, is, hike the west, 
holding an enormous quantity of unmarket- 
ed wheat, waiting fora demand from across 
the water. At present neither cotton nor 
wheat are largely wanted for export. This 
state of things not only troubles the farmers 
of the west and the planters of the south, 
but it endangers otr position in foreign 
trade, and makes gold exports a probability,

Russia are underselling us in the wheat mar- 
kets of the old world, and India and Egypt 
are offering a great deal of cotton in Liver- 
pool, The most interesting question in this 
country at present-relates to the time and 
extent of ademand in Europé for wheat and 
cotton beyond what the countries named can 
supply. ‘That will be our opportunity ; bat 
no one ean say how large that. opportunity 
will be or how early it will arrive. 


The Parnell Movement. 

We are very glad to observe that some of 
the English newspapers are inclined to ad- 
mit that the cause whieh Mr. Parnell and his 
followers have at heart would have had little 
orno success but for the sympathy of the 
United Asa matter of fact, they 
describe the Parnell movement as an [rish- 
American movement, and thereby pay the 
highest tribute possible to the people of this 
country. 

The Parnell movement is simply a move- 
ment in favor of home rule, and there is not 
an American who deserves the name of Amer- 
ican who does not sympathize withit. What 
the Irish demand is liberty of action, repre- 
sentation where there is taxation and the 
right to make their own laws. It is not in 
any sense an Irish movement. It is pecu- 
liarly American, and the agitation must go 
on until England concedes what the Irish 
demand. There is no thought of ‘‘separa- 
tion,’’ but a demand for state rights, and 
this demand will finally be acceded to. 

Itisademand that has often been con 
fused with something worse. It has been 
identified with the horrors of dynamite, and 
the terrors of assassination, but it will out- 
live these things and survive to the last. 
The success of the Parnell movement, based 
on justice and right and the instinct of hb- 
erty, 1s assured and it will be to the glory of 
the American people that they had a hand in 
bringing this result about.

WHILE in Europe John Russell Young in- 
terviewed a baron, who had in his youth 
on the staff of the First Napoleon.

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THE following statistics from the New York 
Star will be of interest to the consumers of 
western hog meat: 

The trichina is a species of thread-like worm, 
and was first discovered by Professor Tiedmann in 
1822. When mature the maleis one-eighteenth of 
an inch long, the female at least twice that length. 
The eggs are about one twelve-hundredth of an 
inch in diameter. After fertilization and six or 
eight days of gestation, they are developed into 
embryos, which, when extended within the in- 
testines of an animal, commence at once their 
migrations. The hog is especially liable to 
trichine, but it bas been found in horses, dogs, 
sheep, birds, cattle andeels. After uncooked flesh 
has been eaten, cotaining the undeveloped tri- 
ching, the worms remain in the intestines, and by 
the second day become fully developed and freed 
from their capsules. By the tenth lew they find 
their way through the connective tissues and by 
the blood into the voluntary muscles, and the 
fourteenth day finds them encapsuled throughout 
the muscles. AS many as 10,000 or 15,000 have been 
found in a cubic inch of hog flesh. Professor 
Dalton estimates the number of trichine in a 
human body to be 85,000, and that from 1,000,000 to 
2,000,000 may exist in a single human body, ac 
cording to examinations made ‘in several cases 
The most startling case was at Hettstadt, Prussia, 
in 1863. Out of 103 persons who were dining in a 
nobleman’s house, and had eaten sausages,smoked 
and warmed, but not cooked, 20 died almost im- 
mediately and 80 were ill for many weeks. The 
sausages that were left were swarming with trich- 
chine and the muscles of the victims were found 
to be alive withthem. The first case recorded in 
America was discovered by Dr. Schuetter of this 
city in 1864, In 2865-6 a committee of physicians 
was appointed in Chicago to examine the hogs. 
the result of.the examination showed that out of 
1,000 hogs one in fifty had trichinew. A year before 
at Beunswick, Cermany, a ‘similar examination 
showed that only one in 10,000 hogs had the disease. 
In 1878 from 10 to 20 per cent of American hams 
contained trichine, and in the same year out of 
2.500 Westphalia hams only one contained the 
worm.

Literary mysteries are very interesting, and 
there is none more interesting than the poem which 
is known as ‘The Picket,” “The Picket Guard,” 
and ‘‘All Quiet Along the Potomac.” Indeed 
the verses are more interesting for their 
mystery than for their literary art, for though their 
art is pleasing it is not by any means remarkable. 
It is certain, for instance, that ‘‘The Picket Guard” 
attracted little or no attention at the north when 
it was printed in Harper’s Weekly. But it had a 
greatrunin the south, and the mystery of its 
authorship has given it a very high placein the 
estimation of those who keep scrapbooks. 
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The poem made its appearance at the south in 
the first year of the war, and inquiries were at 
set on foot as to its authorship. It was 
claimed by Major Lamar Fontaine, a soldier whose 
individual bravery had given him an enviable 
reputation inthe army, and he wore the laurels 
until after the war, when it was discovered 
thatthe poem had appeared under the title of 
“The Picket Guard,” in Harper’s Weekly of a 
date prior to that which Major Fontaine had 
given as the date of its composition. This settled 
the matter so far as Major Fontaine was eoncern 
ed.

“The Picket Guard’’ was contributed to Harper’s 
Weekly by Mrs. Ethel Beers, who is now 
dead, and it occupies a place in her volume of 
poems, But, in spite ofthis allis not quiet along 
the Potomac, so far as this poem is concerned. The 
Rev. Hugh Oliver claims that it was written by his 
father, Thad Oliver, and the evidence which he 
adduces is very strong. For instance, he proves 
that the poem was cireulated in the confederate 
army in manuscript shape months before it ap- 
peared in Harper’s Weekly. The comrades of Thad 
Oliver certify that he read them the poem by the 
camp fire, and on variousother occasions long be- 
fore it appeared in print at the north or 
at the south. This evidence is of -@ 
kind that cannot be easily disposed of. Itis given 
by many well-known persons, and must be accep- 
ted seriously. 

To add to the mystery, it.is te be borne in. mind. 
that when this evidence was brought to the atten- 
tion of Mrs. Beers some years ago; she 
made no sort of reply. Probably there was no re- 
ply to be made, but there is no doubt 

That she could have settled the matter in dis- 
pute if she had been so disposed—if she . had had 
proofs of her authorship. But, curiously enough, 
beyond pointing to the factof publication, Mrs, 
Beers never claimed the poem and, in the midst 
of the discussion, which at one time covered the 
whole conntry, she was silent. ;

Care of Our Beds. 
From Good Housekeeping. 

My first suggestion in regard to the care of 
feather-beds, mattresses as- well, is that they 
should be thoroughly protected by mechanical 
means, from the exhalations of the sleeper and 
from coming into contact with local objects which 
may mar their ou cleanliness or appearance, 
As tar as observation extends, this idea has not ob- 
tained to any extent among housekeepers; but my 
own experience of twenty-five years with beds and 
inattresscs, used during this period, makes me re- 
gret that I conld not have started with the 
suggestions which I now desire to offer others, and- 
espe cially to the young housekeeper. Every feath- 
erbed and mattress should be provided with a sec 
ond ti casing, inclosing it firmly and eatirely. 
Thi mld be made of material which can be 

ily cleansed by washing and b ailing, and 

e removed for this purpose as often as 

a year, where the bed isin daily use. For 
purpore I would suggest firm, coarse, un- 
ed cotton cloth. This will prevent soil of 
mattress as it is daily lifted for air- 
by servants whose hands or clothing may 

t always be too and will pre- 

nt injury to the fabric, as the bed is Car- 
ried through deors from reom to room to the 
piazza oropen yard for weekly sunning. This 
will form the second layer of argon from in- 
fection. For further and complete protection two 
under sheets should always be used, made of firm, 
durable material. The upper sheet of the two 
should invariably be changed weekly, and never 
substituted for the one lying next the mattress case, 
The nethermost sheet ought to be changed at least 
bi-mothly, while both sheets, com- 
ing in contact with the sleeper, re- 
quires weekly changes. The mattress or feath- 
er-bed should be daily exposed to full drafts or 
air, suniight and, if. possible, to actual sunshine. 
These are effectuaMfisinfectants. At least once @ 
vw eek the bed should be carried out ot doors and 
allowed to bask in the pouring sunshine for two or 
three hours. The mattress should be lifted every 
morning, allowing it to remain on its ends at least 
an hour, while the pure air from the open windows 
circulates above and beneath it. This daily process 
Will prevent the matting or sogging of the hair and 
feathers.

In your letter you speak of this wateras an “‘ar- 
tesian’’ water and furnish me details of the depth 
of the well, the supply, ete. Of course the name 

employed in connection with the well Is immate 
rial except so far as it may be considered indic ative 
of the character of the water and of the constancy 
or the probable uncertainty ofthe si upply. 

An “‘artesian’’ well is gz nerally understood to be 
one that is sunk through superticial rocks to under 
lying stratified rocks, which, by reason of their 
porosity and other special characters, are water 
bearing. The height to which the water rises in or 
above the surface of the well depends upon the 
difference in hydrostatic level of the locality of the 
well and the aprerep of the waterbearing strata 
penetrated. The enormous area of these strata 
guarantees a practically inexhaustible supply of 
water. Failures in supp ily from true artesian wells 
are extremélyrare. The amount and character of 

solid matters dissolved in artesian waters is gener- 
ally different from that ofordinary waters. 

The city of Atlanta is located on 
the “bed rock’’ of the eontinent—, 
the granite formation.
